are so small and the benefits to 


foe obtained from abolition of those 
duties are so considerable, that we 
urge the placing of pulp and printing 
paper on the free list. We favor the 
immediate consideration and passage 
of the Stevens bill."

The Monitor Florida yesterday with- 
stood the most severe test in Hamjp- 
ton Roads that has ever been inflicted 
on a war vessel of the American navy 
in time of peace. 
She was made a 


target for a terrific onslaught 
from 


the twelve and four inch guns of her 
sister ship the Arkansas and although 
hit several times, twice with shells 
containing a new high explosive, the 
composition of which Js kept secret, 
she was taken back 
to the Norfolk 


navy yard but little damaged.. 


The heavy eleven inch armor plate 


on the right front of ner turret was 
stove in and 'several steel tubes of her 
new military mast were cut in twain, 
but she was otherwise undamaged. 


Wihen it is understood that the .big- 


gest naval gun, the heaviest projectile 
and the highest explosive known were 
allowed, at close range 
and 
with 


deadly aim, to work their full havoc 
on the turret plate of the 
monitor 


Florida, the thoroughness of the test 
and the stability of the vessel may be 
partially appreciated at least. 


Th« result is declared to be a vic- 


tory for turret construction. 


It was not five minutes after the 


terrible impact that the finely bal- 
anced mechanism of the turret was 
being worked with ease, and the 12 
inch gun on the left side was trained 
at will. 


Inside the turret, wbere stand the 


gunners and gun crew, the havoc was 
much less apparent than from 
the 


outside. Examination showed that of 
the many delicately adjusted instru- 
ments for fire control, sighting apd 
operating the turret, few, if any, were 
out of working order. 


"If this had taken place in battle. 


the Florida would be fighting yet," 
said one of the rear admirals, with 
enthusiasm. 


Then followed a futile attempt 
to 


destroy the newly designed 
fighting 


'mast on the stern of the Florida. Af- 
ter five shots of the guns had gone 
through it the mast stood firm. 


"Forty shots would not bring it 


down, and no enemy would 
waste 


ammunition and time- shooting at it," 
was the expert comment. 


It is now predicted 
that all new 


-ships will be equipped with battle 
masts of this design. 


The 5-tory of the •'shooting up" of 


the Florida by the Arkansas however, 
is not contained 
in 
This technical 


statement of results. It was 'an event 
in which the keen edge of expectation 
was not dulled by the realization.

for the damage done 'by the impact

Pittsburg, Tenn., purchased for $3,00t 
the electric plant, on which §9,300 bad 
been expended. In November, 1907, 
the city resold the plant, taking its pay 
in lighting. 
A disinterested 
citizen 


•writes as follows: 


"After about two years' operation of 


the plant by the city it was demon- 
strated that the project was not pay- 
ing, and, in fact, the actual expense ol 
operation could not be met; hence the 
main reason for selling-, -and>, too,' the 
plant was in very poor condition even 
after the city had expended abou 
$1,000 for repairs, and no more njpne 
could be raised by the corporation for 
additional repairs." 


Pipe Ended These Experiments. 


The electric light plant installed in 


1902 by tho city of Rockville, Md., was 
destroyed by fire in 1904 and was noi 
rebuilt. There vras no insurance anc 
the city lost $10.000. 


When the municipal electric lighl 


plant of Marceliue, Mo., installed at £ 
cost of $8,000, was burned it -was no 
rebuilt because the people realized 
that it did not pay. 


The mayor of Bradford, O., writes 


"We operated electric plant unde 
lease. 
It burned in December, 1892 


and has been in litigation since, 
plant is now being constructed by a 
private corporation to furnish stree 
and commercial lights."

Mr. Bader left New- 
ark for Rawhide on Tuesday, May 5, 
going by way of Chicago.

the first night out ot Chicago three

were on their 


way to their homes in Denver, Colo., 
from Honolulu, entered the car 
in 


Whiich he was and that finallj one of 
them accused him of robbing him of 
$30 and valuable papeis. Mr. Bader 
says he quickly proved himself inno- 
cent of the charge and that they all 
became quite friendly. 
Nothing of 


further interest happened until he 
reached Reno, Xc-v., where he took a 
train for a run of 135 miles into the 
desert, after which he was compelled 
to travel 28 miles in a stage before 
reaching Rawhide 
Here he founi 


about 4,000 people living in tents and 
boartf shanties fi 000 w-onl° bavins 
left the place the previous two weeks 
on account of there being no work 
and no money. All the 
mines had 


closed down with the exception of 
two, 
and they were only 
working 


about 25" men 
He found that there 


were nearly 100 saloons and as manv 
gambling houses in the place; that it 
was no place lor a poor man, and hf 
decided to get out and go on to Los 
Angeles, and San Francisco, Cal. 


Mr. Bader say» that while between 


Los Angeles and San Francisco 
he 


was robbed of SHOO, which was tak- 
en ont of his satchel, and that on his 
arrival in Los Angeles .he had $7 dn 
money and a diamond 
worth $75, 


which he had purchased from a man 
in Rawhide for $25 and which he sold 
for $40. Mr. Bader says lie expects 


to return to Rawhide after the elec- 
tion.
